S . O . 2374 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the Commissiony 
of Inquiry Act , 1952 (60 of 1952 ), the Central Government hereby airects that 
all the provisions of sub - section ( 2 ) , sub - section ( 3 ) , sub -section ( 4 ) and sub 
section (5 ) of the said section shall apply to the Commission of Inquiry appointed 
by the Central Government by the notification of the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Home Affairs , dated 12th July , 1967.

S . O . 2375 . — Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that it is neces 
sary to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry 
into the disturbances that took place in the Central Jail, Tihar, New Delhi, on 
the 29th June, 1967; 

2 . Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the 
Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1962 ( 60 of 1932 ) , tho Central Government hereby 
appoints a Commission of Inquiry consisting on a single member , namely , Shri S . 
S . Dulat, a retired judge of the Punjab High Court and at present a member of 
the Law Commission . 

The Commission shall 
( a ) inquire into and report on 

( i) the causes and course of the disturbances ; 
(ö ) the way the jail authorities dealt with the situation ; and 
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( b ) recommend whether any change in the working arrangements or other 

measures are necessary to prevent the recurrence of similar inci 
dents in the jail. 


4 . The Commission will determine its own procedure. 
5 . The headquarters of the Commission will be at Delhi, 

6 . The Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government within 
a period of two months from the date of issue of this notification ,
